After  receiving  his  B.A.  and 
M.A.  degrees  from  Gonzaga 
University,  President  Leary  was 
awarded  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
Gregorian  University  in  Rome. 

In  1961  he  was  appointed  the 
21st  president  of  Gonzaga  after 
having  served  as  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School  and  Academic 
Vice  president.

k Class  Government  Doomed? 


Is  class  government  on  Its  way  out? 


Such  might  be  the  case  as  a proposed  amendment  Is 
headed  for  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  meeting 
today  which  would  bring  sudden  doom  to  class 
officers  (save  the  freshman  class),  along  with 
eliminating  AMS  and  modifying  AWS  to  a council 
position. 


This  move  would  be  a step  toward  more  centralized 
student  government.  Five  years  ago  the  student 
senate  was  eliminated.  Then  the  removal  of  the 
assembly  three  years  ago  was  the  next  step  toward 
centralized  power.  Now  class  government,  AWS  and 
AMS  are  on  the  brink  of  dissolving  themselves. 

According  to  Paul  Genho,  executive  assistant  to 
ASBYU  President  Grant  Richards,  the  proposal 
would  eliminate  AMS,  change  AWS  to  a council 
position  equal  in  power  to  the  other  vice  presidents, 
remove  all  class  government  except  the  freshman 
class,  and  create  a new  vice  president  spot  to  work 
with  clubs. 

With  this  campaign  underway  to  eliminate  class 
government,  the  question  arises:  will  the  move  go 
unopposed?  Ken  Murdock,  junior  class  president,  is 
expected  to  lead  the  opposing  forces— but  his 
supporters  may  be  few  in  number. 

Most  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
appear  to  be  in  favor  of  the  change,  leaving  class 
government  hanging  by  a thread.  Several  years  ago  it 
was  the  dominating  force  in  student  government.  Just 
last  year  the  Sophomore  Class  sponsored  "American 
Week,"  which  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year. 


But  today  class  officers  are  fighting  for  their  lives  to 
hold  their  offices. 

What  will  be  the  effect  of  thischange  on  the  future 
roles  these  officers  will  have  in  student  government? 
It  won't  be  complimentary,  for  certain.  They  will  not 
only  have  lost  their  jobs,  but  their  offices  as  well.  It's 
kind  of  like  the  captain  who  had  to  desert  his  ship  in 
the  face  of  his  enemy. 

Other  questions  can  be  asked  concerning  the  nature 
of  this  change.  Has  class  government  really 
failed— and  if  it  has,  is  it  a result  of  apathy  on  the  part 
of  students  to  get  involved  in  class  activities?  Will  the 
change  eliminate  the  symptom  or  the  cause  of  the 
problem? 

It  is  a well-known  fact  that  class  officers  have 
struggled  in  recent  years  with  voter  turnouts  at  the 
polls,  adding  to  the  dilemma  of  participation  in 
student  government. 

One  student  officer  says  that  the  new  amendment 
would  make  a more  efficient  organization.  Certainly 
it  would  be  a help  for  the  Executive  Council,  because 
it  would  give  them  unprecedented  power  In  directing 
the  activities  of  students  at  B YU. 

The  only  checks  on  student  government  which 
would  remain,  if  the  change  occurs,  would  be  the 
student  supreme  court,  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE  and 
the  Administration. 

Students  interested  in  the  outcome  of  this 
proposed  change  are  encouraged  to  get  involved  and 
voice  their  opinions  on  the  matter.  The  UNIVERSE 
will  gladly  carry  student  comments  (pro  and  con)  in 
Its  letters  column.

Police  Arrest  Three 


Three  former  BYU  students  were 
arrested  last  week  in  Provo,  and 
ci.arged  with  grand  larceny  before 
the  Justice  of  the  Peace  at  Park 
City. 

A preliminary  hearing  has  not 
yet  been  set  for  the  three-Robert 
Chris  Otterson,  18;  Mallory  Lee 
Day,  18;  and  James  A.  Kennicott, 
also  18. 

The  three  were  interviewed  by 
LaVar  C.  Rockwood,  assistant 
dean  of  students  over  the  weekend. 
“They  have  been  suspended  from 
BYU,”  said  Dean  RockwodQ  on 
Monday. 

The  three  former  students  are 
charged  with  stealing  skis  at  Park 
City.  Another  preliminary  hearing, 
however,  has  been  sei  by  Provo 
City  Court  on  another  charge 
against  Day-the  illegal  possession 
of  a marijuana  pipe. 

“While  such  a charge  requires 
legal  proof,”  said  Provo  City  Judge 
J.  Gordon  Knudsen,  “under  a Utah 


statute,  the  possession  of  a pipe 
which  has  been  used  to  smoke 
marijuana  isa  felony.”

courtroom,  Russo  pointed  to  Shaw 
as  the  man  called  Bertrand. 

The  meeting,  Russo  said,  took 
place  in  Ferrie’s  New  Orleans 
apartment  some  three  months 
before  Kennedy  was  shot  to  death 
Nov.  22,  1963  in  Dallas.  The 
Warren  Commission  in  its  official 
investigation  concluded  that 
Oswald  alone  was  the  assassin. 

Russo  said  the  three  talked  about 
alibis.  He  said  Shaw  talked  of 
“going  to  the  coast.”  Russo 
identified  both  Oswald  and  Ferrie 
from  photographs  put  into 
evidence  by  the  prosecution. 

The  witness  said  when  he  first 
met  Oswald  at  Ferrie’s  apartment, 
Oswald  had  “light  whiskers.  . . 
perhaps  three  or  four  days’ 
growth.”  He  said  the  first  time  he 
saw  Oswald,  introduced  as 
“Ferrie’s  roommate,”  Oswald  was 
cleaning  or  polishing  a rifle  with  a 
telescopic  sight.  Handed  a rifle  by 
the  prosecution,  Russo  said  it  was 
similar  to  the  one  Oswald  had. 

Russo  testified  that  a few  days 
after  the  apartment  meeting,  he 
visited  Ferrie  again  and  Oswald  was 
there.  “He  was  leaving  town,  had 
his  stuff  all  packed  up.  Ferrie  said, 
or  Oswald  said,  or  it  was  mentioned 
that  Oswald  was  going  to 
Houston,”  Russo  said.

‘Slick’ Cures 


SACRAMENTO,  Calif. 
(AP)— California  officials  have 
received  hundreds  of  bizarre 
suggestions  for  sopping  up  the 
Santa  Barbara  Channel  oil 
slick-ranging  from  giant  vacuum 
cleaners  to  oatmeal. 

But  the  old-fashioned  technique 
of  raking  up  the  goo  with  straw 
“seems  to  be  doing  a real  good 
job,”  said  Edward  N.  Gladlish, 
assistant  director  of  the  state 
conservation  department. 

About  300  proposals  came  in 
letters  and  telegrams  to  Gov. 
Ronald  Reagan’s  office.  Gladish 
estimated  75  or  more  a day  have 
come  to  the  conservation 
department.  The  oU  seepage  was 
halted  Saturday,  12  days  after  it 
started. 

Someone  suggested  using  cotton 
from  Sacramento  Valley,  Gladish 
said.  Another  proposed  spreading 
oatmeal  on  the  beach. 


Ziegler 
told  newsmen  there  was  plenty  of 
precedent  for  West  German 
elections  in  Berlin.

The  ground  travel  ban  imposed 
by  East  Germany  affects  more  than 
1,000  delegates  to  the  West 
German  Assembly.  They  are  slated 
to  pick  a president  in  West  Berlin 
March  5 to  succeed  retiring 
Heinrich  Luebke. 

NO  PRESSURE 

In  another  action  from  the 
Florida  White  House,  text  of  a 
memorandum  involving  the 
trans-Pacific  air  line  routes  was 
released  with  the  apparent 
objective  of  isolating  Nixon  from 
possible  pressure  and  lobbying. 

The  memo  said  Nixon  personally 
will  not  receive  any 
communications  from  any  source 
on  the  trans-Pacific  case  other  than 
from  his  secretary  of  state, 
secretary  of  defense,  or  other 
advisors  on  foreign  affairs  and 
national  security.  The 
controversial  route  awards  were 
made  during  the  Johnson 
administration.  Nixon  held  them 
up  for  review. 

Among  new  directives  was  an 
order  to  the  secretary  of  the 
treasiu'y  to  assess  proposals  that 
the  government  share  part  of  the 
money  it  collects  from  income 
taxes  with  state  and  local 
governments. 

A directive  to  science  advisor  Lee 
A.  DuBridge  called  for  an 
evaluation  of  a national  accelerator 
laboratory  project  and  proposals 
for  its  immediate  and  substantial 
funding. 


Communists  May  Start 
Offensive  Next  Week 


S AIGON  (AP)-Fresh 
indications  developed  Monday  that 
the  Communist  command  may  be 
getting  ready  to  start  its  long 
delayed  winter-spring  offensive, 
perhaps  tied  to  the  Tet  lunar  new 
year  holidays  coming  up  next 
week. 

U.S.  intelligence  reports 
disclosed  the  Viet  Cong’s  5th 
Division  is  moving  from  its 
Cambodian  border  bases  to  the 
jungled  War  Zone  D and  its 
vanguard  is  believed  to  be  less  than 
30  miles  northeast  of  Saigon. 

Two  battalions  of  the  U.S.  1st 
Air  Cavalry  Division  sped  in  fleets 
of  helicopters  to  engage  and  if 
possible  destroy  these  leading 
units.  American  officers 
considered  three  other  enemy 
divisions,  still  based  in  the 
Cambodian  border  area,  would  go 
into  action  in  coordination  with 
the  5th  if  it  got  through  to  Saigon. 

ARMS  TURNED  UP 

Tons  of  enemy  arms  and 
munitions  are  being  turned  up  in 
caches  ranging  from  1 5 to  60  miles 
from  the  capital. 

The  government  commander  of 
the  northernmost  1st  Corps  area, 
Lt.  Gen.  Hoang  Xuan  Lam,  said  he 
expects  Da  Nang,  South  Vietnam’s 
second  largest  city,  to  become  a 
target  of  terrorism,  sabotage, 
rocket  and  mortar  attacks  by 
depleted  enemy  units  in  that 
vicinity. 

“We  have  destroyed  their 


capacity  to  hit  Da  Nang  with  a 
major  ground  attack,”  Lam  said  in 
an  interview  with  Associated  Press 
correspondent  Richard  H.  Pyle. 

The  general,  42,  scorned  any 
suggestion  that  the  Viet  Cong 
would  observe  the  cease-fire  they 
have  proclaimed  for  Feb.  1 5-22  for 
Tet. 

TET  OFFENSIVE? 

“The  Communists  are  always 
liars,”  he  said. 

It  was  during  the 
enemy-announced  Tet  truce  last 
year  that  the  Viet  Cong  and  North 
Vietnamese  launched  their  biggest 
offensive  of  the  war,  striking  at 
more  than  120  cities,  towns  and 
villages  up  and  down  the  country. 

As  for  Saigon,  one  intelligence 
theory  suggests  North  Vietnamese 
troops  would  engage  U.S.  units  in 
distant  sectors  to  keep  them 
occupied  while  the  Viet  Cong 
pushed  hard  against  the  city  itself. 

GROUND  FIGHTING  MINOR 

The  theory  is  that  having 
homegrown  guerrillas  again  in  the 
capital,  even  though  their  units 
now  include  substantial  numbers 
of  North  Vietnamese,  would  give 
leverage  to  the  Hanoi  and  Viet 
Cong  delegations  in  the  Paris  peace 
talks. 

Ground  fighting  remained 
scattered  and  minor.  Some  enemy 
kills  were  made  by  helicopter 
gunships  and  artillery.

FAIRY  TALES

A rather  amazing  streak  was  kept  intact  this  last  weekend  by  the 
Cougars’  73-67  victory  over  Utah.  In  the  seven  year  history  of  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference,  Utah  has  never  defeated  BYU  in  basketball  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

But  perhaps  the  really  amazing  thing  about  this  record  is  the  fact  that  it 
is  so  seldom  talked  about.  The  Salt  Lake  papers,  it  seems,  take  particular 
delight  in  patting  Utah  coach  Jack  Gardner  on  the  back  for  getting  so 
much  mileage  out  of  supposedly  inferior  material.  This  wouldn’t  be  so 
bad,  because  Gardner  is  a fine  basketball  coach,  but  in  the  same  breath 
Stan  Watts  is  condemned  for  not  having  a better  record  with  the  fine 
material  available  to  him. 

It  is  time  this  myth  be  exploded.  There  would  be  many  ways  to  refute 
this  backhanded  slur  on  Coach  Watts,  but  the  record  between  the  two 
schools  shouts  perhaps  the  loudest. 

Take,  for  example,  the  victory  bell  established  by  Blue  Key  ten  years 
ago  as  a symbol  of  basketball  supremacy  between  BYU  and  Ut^.  The  bell 
is  housed  in  a prominent  place  on  the  campus  of  the  school  which  has  the 
highest  combined  score  in  the  two  games  played  during  the  season.  For 
the  past  six  years  the  bell  has  not  moved  from  its  perch  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center. 

Although  the  present  record  between  the  two  schools  stands  almost 
identical,  (BYU  leads  57-55),  for  the  past  seven  years  the  record  has  been 
totally  lopsided.  The  Cougars,  for  example,  hold  an  impressive  10-3  lead 
over  the  Utes  during  this  period  and  except  for  two  identical  91-89  Utah 
wins,  one  in  68  and  the  other  in  64,  the  Cats  would  hold  an  1 1 game 
winning  streak  over  the  Redskins. 

This  streak  is  even  more  amazing  when  the  rivalry  itself  is  taken  into 
account.  As  those  who  were  in  the  Fieldhouse  on  Saturday  will  attest, 
there  is  almost  a magnetic  tension  present  during  a Cougar-Redskin 
basketball  game.  Players  feel  it  probably  more  than  do  the  fans.  This  was 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  contributing  factors  to  the  low  shooting 
percentages  of  both  teams.  The  floor  play  was  shoddy  too,  as  the  Cougars 
were  guilty  of  1 6 turnovers  and  the  Utes  close  behind  with  1 5 . 

COUGARS  BETTER 

But  even  though  the  Cats  have  had  by  far  the  better  of  it  over  the  past 
several  seasons,  the  games  themselves  have,  with  few  exceptions,  hung  in 
the  balance  until  the  final  few  seconds. 

I remember,  for  example,  my  first  Utah  game  during  the  winter  of 
1964.  The  Utes  were  ahead  by  a couple  with  only  a minute  to  go  in  the 
game.  But  during  that  final  minute  Mike  Gardner,  a spark  plug  guard, 
went  to  the  foul  line  six  times  and  sank  all  six  as  the  Cougars  pulled  out  a 
three  point  victory.  Or  how  ‘bout  the  one  in  Salt  Lake  in  1967  when 
Cougar  all-American  guard  Dick  Nemelka  sank  a jumper  at  the  buzzer  to 
beat  the  Utes  in  Salt  Lake  61  -60. 

When  the  scores  of  these  two  games  themselves  are  examined,  it  is 
amazing  that  two  teams  could  play  so  evenly  for  so  many  years.  Yet  when 
the  chips  are  down,  it  seems  that  the  Cats  have  been  able  to  pull  it  out.  The 
big  exception  to  this  was  the  game  last  year  at  Utah.  The  Cougars  had  the 
lead  with  seconds  left  but  a bad  inbounds  pass  gave  the  Utes  a tie  and  then 
a longjumper  by  Joe  English  gave  the  Redskins  the  game  at  the  buzzer.
